8. To see if the town will vote to buy a hearse, and raise 
money therefor. 

9. To see if the town will vote to adopt the provisions of 
chapter 33 of the Public Statutes, for the conduct of the annual 
election of its officers. 

10. ‘To act upon any accounts that may be presented.

11. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before the meeting.

The votes under the above articles were as follows: 

Thomas B. Peck was chosen town clerk. ‘The report of 
a committee appointed at a meeting of the tax payers of Wal- 
pole, held at the town hall, March 7, 1895, to recommend to 
the town at its annual meeting what salaries should be paid to 
the various town officers, was then read, and it was 

VotTep, ‘That the selectmen be hereafter paid for all their 
services and expenses incurred within the limits of the town, 
an annual salary of five hundred dollars, and that they also be > 
paid for all necessary and reasonable expenses incurred by | 
them in their public service outside of the limits of the town, 
and for their services and expenses in perambulating the town 
lines, said salary to be equally divided among them, or dis- 
tributed among them in such other manner as they may mutu- 
ally agree. ‘That in addition to their duties as assessors, and 
such other duties as may be imposed upon them by law, they 
be required to hold at least one meeting each and every month 
on some regular day, to be designated by them, for the draw- 
ing of orders for the payment of the town’s bills, and the trans- 
acting of such other business as may then come before them ; 
such meeting to be open from 2 to 5 o’clock, p. m. If one of 
the selectmen resides in the village of Walpole, he shall also 
act as agent of the town hall, without additional compensation 

therefor. 

: The town treasurer shall receive an annual salary of thirty 
dollars, and the collector of taxes an annual salary of one hun- 
dred dollars; the said salaries to be in full for all services and 
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expenses. The supervisors of the check list shall receive a 
salary of seventy-five dollars for their two years’ term of office, 
the same to be equally divided between them, or distributed 
in such manner as the board may mutually agree upon, said 
salary to be in full for all their services and expenses. 

Each road agent shall receive twenty-five cents per -hour 
for his time while actually employed in the service of the 
town, and for the use and keep of such team as may be neces- 
sary for his transportation from place to place.in the town. 
If, however, a road agent shall furnish team or tools for actual 
labor on the highways, he shall also receive reasonable com- 
pensation therefor. Every road agent shall present to the 
selectmen an itemized bill for his services and for the use of 
his teams and tools, at least once a month, and shall receive no 
payment therefor until his bill has been so presented, and has 
been examined and approved by the selectmen. 

The town school board shall receive an annual salary of 
one hundred and forty dollars in full for their services and ex- 
penses, to be equally divided between them, or distributed in 
such manner as the board may mutually agree upon. 

The superintending school committee of school district 
number one shall receive an annual salary of twenty dollars in 
full for their services and expenses, to be equally divided 
among them, or distributed in such other manner as said com- 
mittee may mutually agree upon. 

The moderator shall receive five dollars for every meeting 
over which he actually presides. 

Votep, That the town employ but one road agent for 
the ensuing year. 

VoTED, ‘To vote for selectmen and road agent at the 
same time. 

Ira W. Ramsey, Daniel Connors and Edwin K. Seabury 
were chosen selectmen, and John Selkirk as road agent. 

Chose by major vote, Thomas B. Peck, Winslow G. Bar- 
rett and Warren W. Porter, auditors for the ensuing year. 

Chose by major vote, Daniel W. Smith, Patrick E. Griffin 
and Rowe Wier, fish and game wardens for the ensuing year. 
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Vorep, ‘That the appointment of other officers be left to 
the selectmen. ‘ 

Votep, To raise the sum of three thousand dollars for 
the support of schools, to be apportioned the same as last year. 

VotTeD, That all sums not expended and drawn be car- 
ried back into the treasury each year. 

VoTEeD, ‘That the selectmen, John W. Prentiss, Henry 
E. Putnam and John C. Brown, be a committee to settle with 
the road agents for 1893, for a sum not exceeding eight hun- 
dred dollars. 

VoTEeD, To raise by taxation the sum of nineteen thous- 
and, five hundred dollars, and to appropriate as follows: 


State tax, $3,715 00 
County tax, 1,897 34 
Town paupers, 1,500 0O 
Highways and bridges, 4,500 OO 
Town officers and contingent expenses, 2,000 OO 
Police and cemeteries, 325 00

VotTep, ‘That the selectmen and town treasurer be au- 
thorized to borrow, for the use of the town, a sum not exceed- 
ing fifteen thousand dollars, in anticipation of taxes. 

Votep, To pass over article 6. 

VoTED, To pass over article 7. 

VotTep, ‘That the selectmen be instructed to purchase a 
suitable hearse for the use of the town, and to pay for the same 
out of any money not otherwise appropriated. 

Votrep, ‘That the town adopt and use the Australian sys- 
tem of voting for its annual election. 

Vorep, That a discount of six per cent. be allowed on

taxes paid before July 1, five and one-half per cent. before 
August 1, five per cent. before September, four and one-half 
per cent. before October 1, and four per cent. before Nov. 1. 

VoTED, That the selectmen be requested to issue and dis- 
tribute the annual reports, through the mail, to each voter, at 
least five days before election. 

VoTEp, ‘That the cemetery committee be instructed to use 
a certain part of the appropriation to keep in order the ceme- 
tery in Drewsville. 

VoTED, To dissolve the meeting.

By the continuance of our previous corps of teachers we 
have derived the benefit of unbroken advance. Mr. L. E. 
Sherman in the high school has been given the supervision of 
the three grades; his work has been unremitting, introducing 
new ideas and methods into the general work of the schools. 
A weather chart is sent every day from the Weather Bureau, 
for the use of the schools. Charts containing an outline of 
instruction in citizenship have been used for that purpose ;

New lamps have been put in the high school building, and 
cement blackboards in all the rooms. Great pains have been 
taken to preserve the lawn in good condition through the sum- 
mer. It is expected a few will graduate from the full course 
at the close of the school year. The district again return 
thanks for the patronage from other districts and from across 
the river. 

Miss Ola A. Hubbard, whom we feared ill health might 
take away from the Intermediate, has given us another year of 
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superior work in her department. A few heard, what all 
should have heard, a contest in prize speaking on the fourteenth 
of February, in which the school did itself great credit. 

Miss Carrie L. Wightman, from long acquaintance with 
her school and from ever fresh interest and advance in its care, 
has kept this grade up to its standard, though for this year the 
attendance has fallen off—a deficit which promises to be 
repaired another years More young children are in sight, 
and it is no time now to lessen the departments. 

Miss Lizzie M. Maynard, after a few years here, and longer 
experience in the Keene schools, has taken her classes on into 
more advanced music, and it is the thought of your committee 
that no expense is more justified by results than that incurred 
in the support of this branch of study.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE FOR THE YEAR ENDING 


Marcu 1, 1896. 


The total number of volumes now on the library cata- 
logue is 5669, of which 214 have been added during the past 
year. Of these 81 have been purchased with the annual appro- 
priation, and 133 have been presented by various donors, a 
list of whom is appended to this report. 

The thanks of the town are due to the donors for their 
liberality. ‘twenty-one volumes of new books have been 
presented by Mrs. Laurence Hutton, of New York. 

The new edition of Johnson’s Universal Cyclopaedia, the 
gift of George A. Stearns, Esq., of Watertown, has been 
completed during the year, three.volumes having been added, 
making the full set of eight volumes. 

Mr. Chandler Robbins, of New York, has most generous- 
ly presented the library with thirty-eight volumes by standard 
authors. | 

The reading room has been carried on as usual, and there 
has been an increase of interest and attendance during the 
year. The magazines have been purchased as heretofore with 
the subscription fund and the Union Magazine Club has pre- 
sented its periodicals after completing the circuit. We have 
also to thank Mr. Copley Amory for the renewal of the sub- 
scription to the Illustrated London News. Mrs. Schultz for 
Harpers’ Weekly and Judge Howland for Garden and Forest. 
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The total number of volumes taken out in 1895 is 6896, 
divided as follows: 


Main library, 5523 
North Walpole branch, 973 
Drewsville branch, 400 


The whole number of persons using the library and read- 
ing room is 7038, being an increase of 218 over 1894. 

Work on the card catalogue was continued until the illness 
of Mr. Peck, which put a stop to it. The committee con- 
sider it very important that this catalogue should be finished 
at as early a date as possible, and respectively recommend 
that $100.00 be appropriated by the town for the completion 
and continuation of the catalogue, which in addition to our 
regular appropriation of $360.00 would make $460.00 for all 
the expenses of the library.
